ties are paid, the amount of the serv--
ice deposit will be, refunded to the
customer. The City will furnish and
own all electric meters and the cus- -
tomer Is to use all due care In
tectlng the same from Injury. The
city reserves the right to Inspect,
test, read and repair the meters at I

all reasonable times. I
